The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have claimed a hard surface cleaner as set forth above. The closest prior art of Garner 
et al, US 6,037,316 teaches abrasive compositions comprising citric acid anionic 
surfactant, and abrasive (col. 9, table IX). The prior art does not teach alginate beads 
as suspended inclusions in a hard surface cleaner. The examiner notes that alginates 
are used as builders in detergent compositions, however the examiner is interpreting 
the presently claimed alginates as defined in the claims as "visibly discernible, discrete 
particulate materials" which one of ordinary skill would not expect of a simple builder. 

Accordingly, the present claims are allowable. Any comments considered 
necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee 
and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such 
submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
